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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claim Amendments 

Claims 1-42 are canceled. 
Claims 43-47 are amended above. 
New claims 49-56 are added above. 

In claims 43-45, as amended above, the term "HIF hydroxylase inhibitor" is replaced with 
the term "heterocyclic carbonyl glycine compound which inhibits a HIF hydroxylase" as 
discussed in the 26 January 2009 interview. Support for the term "heterocyclic carbonyl glycine" 
is found in the specification as filed, for example, at page 36, [0137]. Claim 46 is amended 
above to be consistent with the amendments to claims 43-45. Claim 47, as amended above, 
removes dependency from canceled claims. Support for new claims 49-56 is found in the 
specification as filed at page 37, [0139]. 

This Amendment adds and deletes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all 
claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under 
examination in the application, is presented, supra, with appropriate defined status identifiers. 

Applicants submit that no new matter is added by any of the above amendments and entry 
of these amendments is therefore respectfully requested. Applicants specifically reserve the right 
to file continuing applications directed to any canceled subject matter. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 43-56 are now pending in this 
application.
